At least 20 women 
were with agents,

Washington 

The Secret Service prostitution 
scandal escalated Tuesday with the 
disclosure that at least 20 women 
had been in hotel rooms with U.S. 
agents and military personnel just 
before President Obama arrived 
for a summit with Latin American 
leaders. The head of the Secret Ser- 
vice said he had referred the mat- 
ter to an independent government 
investigator. 

Secret Service Director Mark 
Sullivan, shuttling between brief- 
ings for lawmakers on Capitol 
Hill, was peppered with ques- 
tions about whether the women 
had access to sensitive informa- 
tion that could have jeopardized 
Obama’s security. 

Sullivan said the 11 Secret Ser- 
vice agents and 10 military per- 
sonnel under investigation were 
telling different stories about who 
the women were. Sullivan has 
dispatched more investigators to 


Colombia to interview the women, 
said Rep. Peter King, R-N.Y., chair- 
man of the House Homeland Secu- 
rity Committee. King said if the 
women were working for a ter- 


rorist organization or other anti- 
American group, they could have 
had access to information about the 
president’s whereabouts or secu- 
rity protocols while in the agents’ 


What’s the Fuss? 

Days after Secret Service agents 
were sent home over allegations 
of bringing prostitutes to their 
hotel in Cartagena, Colombia, the 
city’s mayor, Campo Elias, was 
wondering what all the fuss was 
all about. After all, prostitution 
is legal in Colombia. “It doesn’t 
bother people at all," Elias said 
Tuesday. “First, because adults 
were involved and, second, 
because here, it’s normal." (ap)

Rubio — telegenic son of Cuban 
exiles and potential vice presiden- 
tial pick — is pulling together a 
bill that would allow young illegal 
immigrants to remain in the Unit- 
ed States but denies them citizen- 
ship, an initial step in the drawn- 
out, divisive fight over immigration 
policy and the fate of the 11 million 
people here illegally. 

The freshman senator calls 
his evolving legislation a conser- 
vative alternative to the DREAM 
Act — the Development, Relief and 
Education for Alien Minors mea- 
sure. That Democratic-backed bill, 
which is overwhelmingly popular 
with Hispanics, would provide a 
pathway to citizenship to chil- 


dren in the United States illegal- 
ly if they attend college or join the 
military. The measure came close 
to passage in December 2010 but 
has languished since then. 

“We have to come up with an 
immigration system that hon- 
ors both our legacy as a nation 
of laws and also our legacy as a 
nation of immigrants,” Rubio said 
on Tuesday. 

An immigration plan from 
Rubio, the OOP’s best-known 
Hispanic, could help Republicans 




make some headway with its 21 
million eligible voters, many con- 
centrated in the contested presi- 
dential battleground states of Flor- 
ida, New Mexico, Arizona, Nevada 
and Colorado. 

“We have to get Hispanic vot- 
ers to vote for our party,” Romney 
said on Sunday, in which he insist- 
ed the GOP needs an alternative to 
the DREAM Act. He warned that 
a significant number of Hispanics 
backing Obama “spells doom for

A kindergartner who threw a tan- 
trum at her small-town Georgia 
school was taken away in hand- 
cuffs, her arms behind her back, in 
an episode that is stirring up the 
debate over whether teachers and 
police around the country are over- 
reacting all too often when dealing 
with disruptive students. 

The family of 6-year-old Salecia 
Johnson lashed out Tuesday over 
her treatment Friday and said she 
was badly shaken, while the school 
system and the police defended 
their handling of the episode. 

Across the country, civil rights 
advocates and criminal justice 
experts say, frustrated teachers 
and principals are calling in the 
police to deal with even relatively 
minor disruptions. 

Some juvenile authorities say 
they believe it is happening more 
often, driven by zero-tolerance poli- 
cies and an increased police presence 
on school grounds over the past two 
decades because of tragedies like 
the Columbine High massacre. But 
hard numbers to back up the asser- 
tion are difficult to come by. 

“Kids are being arrested for 
being kids,” said Shannon Kennedy,

Killer deserves right 
to explain his views, 
legal experts contend 

Oslo, Norway 

In a scene unimaginable in many 
countries, Norway’s worst mass 
killer since World War II gets 
to explain his fanatical views to 
the court and the world for days 
dressed up in a business suit. 

Two days into Anders Behring 
Breivik’s terror trial, the formality 
with which Norway’s legal system 
deals with a confessed killer who 
rejects its authority baffles outsid- 
ers and even some Norwegians. 

On Monday, the day the trial 
started, Norwegian prosecutors 
and even lawyers representing the 
families of his 77 victims shook 
Breivik’s hand. 

On Tuesday, the 33-year-old far- 
right militant gave an hour-long 
address to the court, reading from 
a statement that summarized the 
1,500-page anti-Islamic manifes- 
to that he posted online before his 
July 22 rampage. 

“I would have done it again,” 


said Breivik, speaking of setting 
off a bomb in Oslo, killing eight, 
then killing 69 people in a shoot- 
ing spree at the Labor Party’s youth 
summer camp on Utoya island. 

The court’s main judge inter- 
rupted Breivik several times Tues- 
day, asking him to get to the point, 
but let him continue. 

Norwegian legal experts said 
it’s important that the country’s 
legal traditions apply to everyone. 


The justice system here isn’t about 
“revenge, but sober, dignified treat- 
ment” for everyone accused of a 
crime, said Thomas Mathiesen, a 
professor of sociology of law at the 
University of Oslo. 

But even in Norway, dignity has 
its limits. Five judges are hearing 
the case, three of whom citizen 
judges, ordinary people who serve 
four-year terms. One was replaced 
Tuesday after media reports said

he commented online that Breivik 
deserved the death penalty, which 
doesn’t exist in Norway. 

Families of the victims were 
upset at Breivik’s testimony. 

“We don’t view Breivik as a pol- 
itician in this matter. He is a mass 
murderer,” said Trond Henry Blatt- 
mann, whose 17-year-old son was 
killed on Utoya. 

Even his lawyers conceded that 
Breivik’s defense is unlikely to suc- 
ceed and said the main thing was 
to convince the court that Breivik

D.C. Council rallies 
against mayor’s plan 
for $79M city surplus 

Washington 

A unified D.C. Council rejected 
Mayor Vincent. C. Gray’s plan to 
spend a $79 million budget sur- 
plus on Tuesday amid increasingly 
sour relations between the admin- 
istration and Council Chairman 
Kwame R. Brown. 


With the city flush with cash 
after higher-than-expected rev- 
enues this fiscal 
year. Gray has pro- 
posed using the 
funds to close bud- 
get gaps in fund- 
ing for schools, 
libraries, health 
care and economic 
development. 

But flexing his political muscle 
as he tries to position himself as a 
fiscal hawk. Brown rallied all 12 


council members to reject Gray’s 
proposals. Brown said it was irre- 
sponsible to authorize additional 
funding in what he said was the 
administration’s response to over- 
spending by some agencies. 

“We pass a budget and the agen- 
cy simply does not comply with it, 
and then it comes back to us ask- 
ing for money?” Brown said. “Clear- 
ly, it’s the responsibility of agency 
management to resolve this kind 
of spending pressure internally.”

Shutdown 
Possible In 
Va., Again 


Richmond, Va. 

For the third time this year, the 
state’s budget for the next two 
years has died in the Senate, risk- 
ing shutdown of state government 
operations and construction proj- 
ects in 10 weeks or less. 

A conference report on the $85 
billion spending bill, five months 
in the making, died on a 20-19 vote 
Tuesday after Democrats balked in 
a dispute over funding for a high- 
priority Capital Beltway transit 
project. 

It was a party-line vote, with 
20 Republicans voting for it; 19 
Democrats against it. But because 
it failed to achieve the necessary 
majority — 21 votes — the bill 
does not pass. 

The Senate recessed until 
Wednesday rather than adjourned, 
preserving the opportunity to

Bringing the Heat 


Hardest-throwing 
staff ever reeorded 
belongs to the Nats 

The Nationals 

Wilson Ramos can’t feel his left 
index finger. The Nationals have 
unleashed the hardest-throwing 
starting rotation in recorded his- 
tory, hell on hitters and abusive to 
the catcher. Ramos has called, for 
the starters, about 400 fastballs. 
They smack his mitt against the 
index finger first. Eleven games in, 
it has gone numb. “Right here,” he 
said, pinching his finger. 

Every time Ramos crouches with 
a Nationals starting pitcher on the 
mound and puts down one finger 
on his right hand — the universal 
symbol for fastball — the baseball 
rockets to him at a dizzying rate of 
speed. The average fastball from 
a Nationals starter this season 
has zipped at 93.4 miles per hour, 
according to FanGraphs.com, fast- 
er than any rotation since statistical 
services began tracking and record- 
ing pitch velocity in 2002. 

When the Nationals chose Ross 
Detwiler over sinkerballer John 
Lannan to complete their start- 
ing five, they assembled the rare 
rotation with nothing but flame- 
throwers. Stephen Strasburg’s fast- 
ball this year averages 95.1 miles 
per hour, according to FanGraphs. 
Detwiler averages 91.4. Edwin 
Jackson (93.8), Jordan Zimmer- 
mann (93.5) and Gio Gonzalez 
(93.3) land somewhere between. 
Together, while posting an MLB- 
best 1.86 ERA, they have formed 
the hardest-throwing rotation in 
recent memory, maybe ever. 

The Nationals rotation can 
grind down opposing hitters, leav- 
ing them begging for a soft-toss- 
ing pitcher by the end of a series. 
But facing hard thrower after hard 
thrower also allows hitters a chance 
to adjust to them. Essentially,

The Nationals' rotation will 
change when Chien-Ming Wang, ex- 
pected to come off the disabled list 
in late April or early May, replaces 
Ross Detwiler. But it shouldn’t lose 
much velocity. Wang averaged 90.6 
mph with his fastball, a power sink- 
er, last season, and he threw harder 
this spring before he tore his right 
hamstring and landed on the dis- 
abled list. (TWP) 


95 mph starts to become normal. 

“Is it good for a hitter to see 
fastball after fastball at 95? No. 
You can time it,” Nationals pitch- 
ing coach Steve McCatty said. 
“But they have different stuff to 
go along with it.” 

The Nationals have aligned 
the rotation so left-hander follows 
right-hander, except when Jackson 
pitches after Zimmermann. “It’s 
not an accident that we have two 
lefties in the rotation,” GM Mike 
Rizzo said. More importantly, the 
five Nationals starters use vary- 
ing off-speed pitches to comple- 
ment their fastballs. 

Their success has bred a friend- 
ly internal competition among the 
starters. Entering Tuesday, Nation- 
als starters had allowed two earned 
runs or less in seven consecu- 
tive games. When the next day’s 
pitcher walks to the mound, the 
unspoken challenge is to match 
his teammate. 

“It’s definitely not the easiest 
staff to face,” Reds right fielder Jay 
Bruce said. “I’ll tell you that.” Or, 
as Ramos could tell you, to catch.

Stage 

When the director yelled “Cut!” on 
the set of “The Muppet Show ” it 
didn’t mean the Muppets stopped 
talking. The puppeteers would often 
stay in character for the benefit of 
the cast and crew. 

“When the puppets were just 
hanging out, they would do all sorts 
of fun and shocking and violent 
things to keep the crew laughing,” 
says Patrick Bristow, the host and 
director of Henson Alternative’s 
“Stuffed and Unstrung,” an adults- 
only improv show that comes to the 
Howard Theatre on Wednesday. 

Co-created by Bristow, 49, and 
Jim Henson’s son Brian, “Stuffed 
and Unstrung” gives the puppeteers 
the freedom to say whatever they 
want, with no kids around. 


Explain “Stuffed and Unstrung.” 

Our audience gets to see Henson- 
style puppeteering unmasked, as 
it were. You actually, for the first 
time, get to see the puppeteers 
manipulating the puppets, which, 
if you were ever watching “The 
Muppet Show” or “Sesame Street,” 
you’re not supposed to see. It’s all 
below the frameline of your TV. 

Are there any scripted portions 
at all? 

We have a little opening number 
and closing number, which are set. 
You can’t expect a cast to improvise 
in unison, singing and dancing. We 
have two vintage re-creation pieces: 
One is a Jim Henson routine he 
created when he was 20 and one is 


a Frank Oz piece he created when 
he was 20. They had not been seen 
by live audiences in 30-some years. 
They’re pieces that were done on 
“The Ed Sullivan Show” and such. 

is the adult nature of the show 
just an excuse to hear Jim Henson 
creations saying bad words? 

I wouldn’t say it’s an excuse, but 
we have that kind of caveat in there 
because you might get a scene 
that’s about, say, an acrimonious 
divorce and some words might be 
exchanged. And sometimes the 
situations and the character or 
even the made-up titles that I get 
from the audience can have dou- 
ble entendres or some naughty ele- 
ment to them. 


What will surprise people who are 
fans of Henson’s work but aren’t 
familiar with this show? 

The subversive humor. And I think 
they’re going to be surprised at 
times by watching how difficult 
the puppeteers’ job is. They’ll make 
it look easy, but occasionally we’ll 
see them having to work hard to 
create the illusion that a puppet 
is running or jumping or dancing 
or doing intricate choreography. 
Some of [the puppets] are unwieldy. 
We’ve torn down the puppet wall 
intentionally to show you that.
